the total outpat is 195.4 million tons, 11 
million tons being consumed at home.

Having practically: driven manual snd 
wind power from their ‘old. uses on Isad, 
coal is fast supplanting them at sea. ‘This 
ja being done with a rapidity scarcely realised 
by those who live near harbours thronged by 
sailing ships ,and junks. During 1896, 
allowing for vessels built, the sailing ton- 
nage of the world was reduced by 264,000 
tons and the steam tonnage. increased by 
1,106,000 tons, For tho United Kingdom 
sailing tonnage decreased by 106,000 tons, 
while steam increasod by 323,000.

THE TYPHOON SIGNALS. 

> £E pluribus unum ’ writes to us :—‘ You 
will oblige a good many of your readers by 
publishing an explanation of the typhoon 
signals xa used in this Colony. The state- 
mont of one of your contemporaries the 
other day’ that a black come, pointiig 
upwards, indicates a typhoon t tho north- 
ward, the centre being within 30 miles from 
the Colony” is absurd.’ 

Our correspondént apparently undor- 
stands that the quotation he gives is a 
mistake—a misleading mistake, but stills 
mistake—due probably to the recént change 
in the signals as used by tho Hongkong 
Observatory. As it happens this is the 
first occasion on which it has been necessary 
to use tho typhoon vignals, and in spite of 
tho publication ond frequent republication 
of thu signals the general public continues 
to display that profound ignorance of them 
which is always expected of the great B. P. 
Tho hundiest form in which wo have scen 
the signals published is in » circular sent 
out many months ago, at the commencement 
of what is known as ‘tho typhdon season,’ 
by Mr W. H. T. Davis, the Asting Local 
Agent of the Hongkong Branch of the 
Commercial Union Assurance Co., Limited. 
For tho benefit of our readera we have 
much pleasure in acceding to the request of 
our correspondent, and give the signals, 
and the explanations of the Director of the 
Observatory :— , 

The following Meteorological Signals aro 
hoisted on the Mast beside the Time Ball 
at Kowloon Point, und repeated on tho 
Flag staf of the Godown Company at Kow- 
‘pon : at the Harbour Offico, and on_the 
41.M.S, ‘Victor Emanuel.’ 

NORTHEREY GALES. 

A‘Cone pointing upwards means that 
strong winds are probablo from the 
Northward or Eastward.

THE DREAD..OF THE - 
SUPERNATURAL, 
Wo wish the Paychical Society would one 
day attempt an ‘iialyais of what, for want 
of s better word, we must call the dread of 


the supernaturst, Both thdse who bolivve 
and those who disbelieve in the notion that 
the veil botwoon this world and the other 
is capable of being lifted agree in one thing. 
Thoy al) recognise the fact that most. Peep le 
‘eel fear, or something akin to fear, at what 
they believe to bo the occurrenge of 
supernatural phenomena, Thore is here, 
therefore, a piece of ground which may be 
explored without any begging of the ques- 
tion as to whether the fear is caused by real 
ghosta or by trickery, by rate and water- 
pipes, or by genuino glimpses of tha 
people. of another world. One would like 
to know whether the fear felt is akin to 
that experienced when a man ia frightened 
by a runaway horge ora fire or any other 
imminent risk of life, or whether it is some- 
thing different in kind. Spoaking broadly 
and without any minute consideration of 
the facts, one would say that ghost-fright 
did differ in kind from tho fright ‘that 
comes from active danger. Most people 
have, we imagine, at some time or other in 
their lives experienced that ccric, uncanny, 
creepy feeling which is asnociated with the 
asibility of contact with the supornatural, 
Ver fow would declare that it was in any 
sense connected with the dread of loss of Jifo 
orlimb, The man or woman who wakes up 
in the middle of the night and hears strange 
noises-—thumps, raps, clangs, and ercakings 
—or sees lights or feels the touch of unseen 
hands, is probably yery frightened, but the 
sense of bodily fear is nut present. Thero 
‘is no drvad of being killed, People in the 
agony of terror caused by dangorous acci- 
dents constantly call out that they are going 
to be killed, but we doubt if that is ever the 
case in tho fright caused by haunted houses. 
Possibly t’ ‘sditference may bo said to bo due 
to the fact that the droad of the supernatural 
is not nearly so acute as that caused by the 
imminent rivk of death. People, it may 
be argued, only imagine. themselves to be 
frightened of ghosts as women protend to 
be frightened of mice. In neither caso is 
the fright quite gonuine, It is only want 
of self-control, and could be mastered in an 
instant if the will-power were in‘ proper 
order. Unfortunately for those who 
argue thus there is plenty of evidence tu 
show that gesaniGunliy the dread of the 
supernatural produces: very: serious re- 
sults, On. the whole, wo should say 
that more people had been frightened 
out of their wits by what they belioved to 
be supernaturnl phenomena than by acci- 
dents involving great risk of life. It is not 
often that one hears of insanity caused 
evon by the prolonged syony of shipwreck. 
The fear caused by what is supposed to be 
& supernatural agency seems, than, to have 
in it some clement’ not found in ordinary 
fear, Ifand when the haunting phenomena 
cause fear they scem to give a shock of 
quite special keonness, . : 
Another atrango thing sbout the dread of 
the supernatural isita greater power of trans- 
mission, One may, no doubt, read about 
hairbreadth escapes with & ploasing’ thrill 
of danger, and very sensitive people may 
even find it ‘ trying’ to hear how the hezo 
of a mountain climb crawled along a ledge 
of rotten rock with-a two thausand feet 
drop below and a sheer wall of cliff above, 
but no ono is really terrified by this in 
the way that sensitive people aro ‘terri. 
fied by reading or hearing ghost-storics, 
People susceptible to such impressions not 
unfrequontly find themsélves in the position 
of Sir Walter Scott and Hanish More, who. 
setup telling ghost-storios tillthoy wore 
both afraid to go to bed, Unquestionabl 
the fear which we call ‘ creepiness’ is muci 
more easily kindled at second hand than 
the good honost dread of having one’s ski!1 
aplit. Yet another curious fact about the 
form of fear we:are discusaing is ita admit- 
ted unreasonableness and want of sufficient 
cause apparent to account for it. Ifa man 
is asked why ho is afraid of standing in the 
line of fire when soldiers are shooting, 
or of doing any other dangerous thing, 
there [sno sort of mystery about his 
answer, He tells you at onco, ‘I am.afraid 
of doing this or that because I don’t want 
to be killed.’ Ifyou ask him why he is 
afraid of sleeping in‘a haunted room, as in 
site cases ho undoubtedly will be, even ho 
will be unable to tell you. He will probably 
declare that he does not believe in ghosta, 
and does not baliove, indeed, in any] 
supernatural phenomena bein| permitted. 
Yot he will, if ho is honost,. add that thera 
is no sort of uncertainty about his objection 
to sleepin; 
haunted, te may say, of couse, that ho 
could force himself on good grounds to sith 
mit to being frightened, but he will not 
deny tho fright. If you sak him, further, 
what ara the condequences of which he_is |: 
afraid, he will, as we havo said, be unable 
to tell you. He will admit that there is no 
fear of the figuto said to haunt the room 
injuring him in any possible way, and he 
will laugh at the notion of Jow.voicgy,. -or 
lowd"explosive raps, or touches from col 
fingers doing him bodily dai 
end, indeed, he will be fo: 
that what he is really. 
frightened. ‘Experience tells us that these 
things, whatever they sre cause a very 
unpleagant form of terror in the human 
mind, aud experience is backed ‘up by a 
strong instinctive feeling in most. men’s 
i ion’t know in the least why 
these thitys should cause alarm, but as 
they do I intend to avoid~ them.’—-An 
equate explanation, if you will, for ayoid- 
Ling haunted rooms, but clearly « very dif- 
ferout reason from that which makos a bad 
ridé¥ avoid gotting on the-back of n buck~ 
Jumper, His dread is fundamentally the

London, Aug. 24:—] esident . Faura 
reached St. Petersburg this morning, Ie 
was met at the railway station by the Ozar, 
who warmly embraced President Fauro's 
valet in mistake for the other fellow. On 
the mistake being rectitied, the Czar and 
President laughed goud- shumouredly and 
fell into each other's arms, They woro 
still kissing when this message left. 

, Later.—President Faure's valet 
haa committed suicide. The rash act, tho 
Vladiostock states, was dono on genoral 
grounds, and has no political significance. 

London, Aug. 25.—President Faure was 
entertained at a magnificent banquet at the 
Imperial Palace, Peterhof, this ovening. 
During its progress the Czar i in a marked 
mannor holped himself to French mustard, 
although several well-known brands of Eng- 
lish manufacture were on the table. At a 
later stage the two potentates swapped 
waistcoats, the Czar m handing over his 
garment remarking, *Wo have swapped 
ties, why not waistcoats, M, le President ? 
M. Faure, in an arch manner responded, 
‘ This will draw closer the Louds of 
unison.’ 

London, Later.—The Paria Temps,. in 
commenting on the Presidont’s visit, says 
that the phrase ‘Pass the mustard’ wall 
become historical, It isa sign, it goes on, 
that France and Russia have come to an 
understanding to obtain the ascendancy of 
the world. The London Times, dealing 
with the situation, takes a gloomy view, 
and says thata-fatal blunder was committed 
when Saptain Wynyard Simith was left out 
of the Eleven. 

London, Last.—On leaving St. Potors- 
burg to-day President Faure was accorded 
a tromendous ovation. The wholo popula- 
tion came down to the station. 

LATE TELEGRAMS. 
THE OUTRAGES IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Aug. 20.—Later advices from Constan- 
tinoplo state ‘that the Secretary and four 
other officials were killed by the explosion 
of tho dynamite bomb -at the Vizierato on 
Wednesday. Gangs of Moslems armed 
with bludgeons: appeared in the streets 
aftor the explosion, but were disporsed by 
the police.’ Tho city is now tranquil. 

Aug. 21.—The four recent explosions in 
Canstentinople were of a most determined 
character. In three cases they wore couscd 
by Armenian criminols, the fourth outrage 
being traceable toa Turk. Anothor dyna- 
mite explosion occurred on Friday, but no 
Pharm was done. Several more Armenians 
have been arrested. 

Aug. 23.-An Armenian has confessed 
to being implicated in the recent bomb 
outrages in Constantinople, The Porte has 
requested Bulgaria to disperse the revolu- 
tionary committee at Varna. It is suspect- 
ed that this committee originated the bomb 
outrages. Two hundred arrests have been 
made in Stamboul, and a quantity of 
dynamite has been seized at Scutari. 

THE COLONIAL CONFERENCE IN LONDON. 

Aug. 25,—MriChainborluin, Steretary of 
State for the Colonies, wrote to the Go- 


yernors of the various colonies on the 13th, 


instant, forwarding a report of the con- 
ferenoa lately held in London betwoon Mr 
Chamberlain and the Colonial. Premiors, 
The Imperial Government, Mr Chamberlain 
suya, records its strong sense of the loyal 
and patriotic spirit shown by: the Premiers, 
and expresses the hope that their colonial 
colleagues will be satistied with the reault 
The visit of the Pre- 
miers to-.London, Mr Chamberlain adds, |” 
would be preductire of great advantage to 
the Empire, and the Conference would 
have a lasting effect in securing a aomplete 
mutual understanding betweon the colonies 
and the mother country. 
MASSACRES LN NEW GUINEA. 

Brisbane, Aug. 28,—In a despatch re- 
ceived by the Governor from Sir William 
MacGregor, itis learned that tho latter 
sent a foros to punish the murderers of a 
John Green, the resident magistrate, an 
eight members of tho nativo rca 
at Tamata Junction, in January 
‘skirinish- occurred, and two bushmen were 
shot dead at the mouth of Wado Crock, on 
Upper Mambare, All the way up the river
